Buried under an avalanche of legal tech- 
nicalities, six articles dealing with the unem- 
loyment situation went down to an ignom- 
inious defeat at the town meeting last Mon- 
day evening, while an article asking the trans- 
fer of over $1600, one asking the appropria- 
tion of $2000, and another asking for sanction 
of Sunday sports were adopted by over- 
whelming votes. The first six articles pre- 
pared by William A. G. Kidd proved to be 
illegal, with letters from Edward D. Fenton, 
Acting Director of Accounts at the State 
House, and Town Counsel Daniel J. Murphy, 
serving as the authoritative statements on 


The first article asking for a transfer from 
the Reserve Fund of $10,000 for use by the 
Board of Public Welfare was declared illegal 
on the grounds that the statutes provided 
that the Finance committee alone should 
make such transfers. The second article re- 
questing an appropriation “for the purpose 
of providing work to Andover’s unemployed” 
was thrown out because as Mr. Fenton stated, 
“this is not a purpose for which the town is 
authorized to appropriate money.”’ The next 
article asked that the town vote that the 
prevailing rate of town wages be paid for all 
work done under the town departments, and 
this was ruled illegal because it is the de- 
partments themselves which have the sole 
power of regulating the wages paid. Article 
four asking that the Town of Andover vote 
to have the Board of Public Welfare spend 
two-thirds of the money now on hand for the 
purpose of providing work for the unem- 
ployed was declared invalid on the grounds 
that the statutes do not give this board the 
power to expend money for “employing un- 
employed citizens as such.”’ The fifth article | 
seeking the adoption of the forty-hour five- 
day week was ruled too indefinite to permit 
of any immediate action. Then finally the

A few weeks ago a small group of 
Andover citizens presented a petition to} 
the Board of Selectmen as a result of} 
which a special town meeting was called. 
Last Monday night the voters gathered 
in the Town Hall to hear the six original 
articles all declared illegal because of | 
defects in the wording. Fortunately 
three of the articles were worded cor- 
rectly so that the town meeting was not 
a total loss. 

The townspeople are becoming tired 
of this seemingly incessant demand for 
special meetings. They certainly have a 
right to be irritated when they are 
brought together to act upon something 
that proves unworthy of even a negative 
vote. Town meetings cost money. Every- 
one knows that, but still the little group 
of complainers continue to spend the 
taxpayers’ money under the pretext of 
helping the unemployed. Time and time 


It will probably be hard to secure one 
hundred signatures for another petition, 
but if the sponsors of another meeting 
do succeed in this, there is a possibility | 
that the Board of Selectmen could re- 
fuse to call the meeting. This has never 
been done in the past, for as a matter 
of policy it has always seemed best to 
grant a special town meeting when one 
hundred voters ask it. However, when 
the same people continue to petition for 
; special meetings in spite of the fact that 
they have been continually defeated in 
| previous meetings, it would seem that 
the selectmen might be justified in 
| refusing to issue the warrant. There is 
really no reason why the town treasury 
should be bled just to satisfy the stub- 
bornness of a few agitators. The town 
has officially gone on record as favoring 
the Emergency committee method of 
handling the unemployment problem. 
Why then should this little band at- 


again the voters of Andover have re- 
posed their confidence in the Emergency 
committee and now once more an un- 
pressive vote of appreciation has been 
given these citizens who have un- 
selfishly given their brains, time, and 
money to help out the unemployed. 
They have been hampered from the 
start by the little group of malcontents 
who have by calling town meetings made 
potential contributors feel reluctant to 
make donations because of the possi- 
bility that they would once again be 
assessed through taxation.

Mr. Kidd: The reason there was no pur- 
pose indicated as to how the money was to be 
ice: was because the unemployed felt that 
the Board of Public Works would use it to the 
best advantage of the Town.

Mr. Kidd: Thank you. I wish to give you 
some very brief facts of the state of condi 
tions in Andover. Many of your unemployed 
citizens who own their own homes, the 
homes they worked and saved to obtain, 
failure to secure work means the loss of these 
homes. Their wives and children are now 
undernourished and they have been merely 
existing for the last three years. They have 
spent the last of the small fund they had put 
away for a rainy day. Some of them who pay 
rent are behind as much as six to twelve 
months. Their debts to the grocer, the butch- 
er, and the baker are such that if they got 
work tomorrow, their noses would be to the 
grindstone for many days to come. Many of 
them will have no coal for the winter and will 
not have any unless the coal man will give 
them credit. Many of them have cashed in on 
their insurance policies and the insurance 
companies have been very generous, but if 
death should come to their homes they would 
not be able to pay the undertaker. For many 
of these people the average weekly wage for 
the past few years has been less than ten 
dollars per week. Some of you citizens who 
have been receiving high wages, figure out 
how you would spend that small amount. 
Jobs of official rag-pickers have been created 
to supply clothes. Tonight in this town hall 
the unemployed request a fair and careful 
consideration in their plea for work. Now is 
the time to do it. The money will not only 
benefit the unemployed but some of it will 
find its way back to the town in the form of 
taxes. 

Charles B. Roberts: I rise in support of 
article two. I do so because I feel it is my 
duty as a citizen of this fair town. We must 
remember that we have one of the greatest 
crises ever faced in these United States in any 
period of history. We cannot lose sight of the 
fact that we do owe something to the unem- 
ployed. We know that the town has done 
quite a lot in that respect, but we also know 
that whether we have one hundred or four 
hundred unemployed, as long as one man or

“There is nothing written herein which is |

| to the approval in writing of the Commis 
sioner of Taxation have been satisfied; but an 
affirmative vote on Articles one and four!

Mr. O’Connell: The Andover Emer 
gency Committee has been functioning 
exactly three months to the date of this| 
meeting. It was appointed by the Board of | 
Selectmen, who had previously called about | 
100 citizens together seeking advice as to 
how the growing problem of unemployment 
was to be met. After several methods were 
discussed, including special town meeting, or 
a cut of 10 percent in town wages, it was | 
voted to form an Emergency committee. 

In the letters asking us to serve the Selectmen | 
stated that if we accepted this responsibility 
we could be assured of the hearty co-opera 
tion of the community. 

We launched our program upon this 
theory—that the taxpayers should be spared, 
if possible, this additional burden of caring 
for the unemployed and that funds should be | 
raised by contribution. The Selectmen started 
the town employees participation by otiering 
two weeks pay, which was unanimously 
followed by every other department. The | 
committee felt that in Andover there were an 
unusually large number of residents, who 
were not burdened with real estate obliga- | 
tions ready and eager to give to such a cause 
as this. They would resent being denied this 
opportunity by saddling it solely upon the 
taxpayers. } 

That the committee’s theory was sound 
was proven by the heartiness with which the 
Phillips academy folxs responded. Dr, Fuess, | 
who especially seemed to welcome this oppor- 
tunity to show the town how the academy | 
felt, came back after a two days canvass with 
$1500. He had previously assured us that the 
Red Cross would underwrite our headquar 
ters expenses, so that every net penny would 
»© used for the unemployed. Incidentally 
this expense has amounted to but $12 for an | 
ideal clerk and the printing of our cards 

From all sources to date-including town 
employees~-we have received approximately 
seven thousand dollars, which we think is 
remarkable. [t has enabled us to give work to 
265 men amounting to 2050 days work. We 
believe have registered with us every 
unemployed person numbering 475, but of 
course all of these can not be accommodated

You are hereby required on or before 
December 1, 1932 to destroy the gypsy and 
brown tail moths on your property in this | 
town. 

This notification is in accordance with 
Chapter 132, General Laws, which requires 
cities and towns to destroy the eggs, cater- 
yillars, pupae and nests of the gypsy and 
yrown tail moths under heavy penalty for 
failure to comply with the provisions of the 
law. 

If a property owner fails to destroy such 
eggs, caterpillars, pupae and nests, then the 
city or town is required to destroy the same 
and the cost of the work, in whole or in part, 
according to the value of the land, is ¢ ssed 
upon and becomes a lien on the land. (Section | 
18, Chapter 132, General Laws, on reverse.) 

The Selectmen ask owners and tenants to 
co-operate with the town in its work on high- | 
ways and other public grounds by doing 
ellective work on their premises. Citizens 
who have cleaned their premises of the 
moths, but find their trees endangered by the | 
neglect of owners of adjoining estates should 
make complaint to the Selectmen, The in 
festation of a residential neighborhood by 
the neglect of a few will not be tolerated 

The eggs of the gypsy moth should be 
destroyed at once with creosote. They should 
never be scraped off the object on which they 
are laid. Careful search should be made for 
gypsy moth egg clusters, not only on trees, 
but also on house walls, stone walls, fences 
and in rubbish heaps, etc. Trees in which 
cavities occur and which it is not desirable 
to cut should have the cavities tinned or 
cemented. This is important. The present 
and future cost of combating this insect can 
be greatly reduced by cutting and burning 
worthless brush, hollow trees, etc, A few 
trees well-cared for are more valuable to 
the property owner and the community than 
a large number of neglected trees 

The nests of the brown tail moth should be 
cut from the trees, carefully collected and 
burned in a stove or furnace : 

Full instructions as to the best methods of 
work against the moths may be obtained 
from the Local Superintendent, Ralph ‘I 
Berry, or from the State Forester, Room 519, 
State House, Boston, Mas:

substantial bank account, but they were 
immediately dropped when we made such 
discovery. We have had numerous cases 
where, after issuing work cards the recipient 
obtained other work and did not return his 
card to us, as they were clearly asked to do 
They thus deprived somebody else of a day's 
worl. We finally brought this practice to an 
end by refusing the ouender work when, 
and if, he later returned to our list 

I am sure the townsfolk are deeply appre 
ciative of the money raising activities of 
Messrs. Ripley, Jones and Fuess of the com 
mittee. The time-consuming activities of Mr. 
Curtis who has worked every Friday night 
from 7 to 11 personally issuing cards for the 
unemployed of the following week; the per 
sonal interest of that lar.e employer of labor 
Mr. Lamont, who is responsible for many of 
the 50 whom we have placed at fairly steady 
employment in the mills; to Mr. Hulme our 
secretary for his careful keeping of records 
and bringing us the backing of the Legion 
and Veterans of Foreign Wars; to Miss Kuhn 
and Mrs. Brigham for almost daily handling 
of special family cases best cared for by our 
women members. Philip F. Ripley con 
tracted industries for us. These ladies have 
gone far beyond their required activities in 
relieving suffering and bring a degree of peace 
and happiness into stricken homes, There 
was the case of a mother hopelessly involved 
with a small loan agency, One of our mem 
bers personally undertook the duty of per 
manently relieving her of her burden 

We might have done more, but funds were 
hard to get due to the constant agitation for 
special town meetings. Generously-minded 
people said they would gladly give, if they 
were assured the job was not to be taken out 
of our hands by a town meeting vote. Natur- 
ally we could not assure them of the perman 
ency of our organization and the wor« had to 
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| 


_guffer. Furthermore at times we half hoped | 
that we would be relieved by a town appro- 
priation from the details and irritations of 
what, from its very nature must be a thank- 
less job. 

On the one hand we must wheedle funds 
from our friends, and on the other hold off the | 
demands of a certain type of unemployed 
who claims it is the duty of his neighbors to 
support him during his period of enforced 
idleness. We exhaust every source in trying 
to find jobs for our people. Our clerk goes to 
all Andover industrial plants each week, 
where in every case she is allowed access to 
pay roll lists and receives the heartiest co 
operation 

Whatever success we've had up to date is 
due in a large measure to the constant, and 
hearty co-operation of town officials, namely 
selectmen, Board of Public Works, Spring 
Grove Cemetery Trustees and the Tree and 
Moth Departments. During September after 
some discussion the Board of Public Works 
found means to employ 50 men one day each 
week for three weeks. This contribution of 
150 days to us when our funds were drying up 
during the past few weeks was a big help to 
us. Mr. Hardy and Dr. Daly have gone far 
beyond their official duties in pressing the 
wants of our committee upon the Shawsheen 
Mills and other local industries and with all 
these co-operative factors it is difficult to see 
where we missed any opportunity. Even the 
police have stood by and frequently sent a 
motor policeman far into the town to get one 
of our workers into a mill so his job would 
not be lost by delay 

In conclusion, I sincerely believe that 
most of the unemployed counted upon this 
committee to see them through this crisis. 
This has been made clear to us whenever 
certain voices announced themselves as ure | 
employed “representatives.”’ Naturally there | 
is some complaint from a man with a family, 
willing to work, who can get from us only | 
$3.20 or $6.40 for his week's pay. And who} 
can blame him? But $500 per weex amounts | 
to more than $25,000 per year and we know 
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the unemployed on the whole are deeply 
grateful 

Mr. Kidd: This Emergency Committee 
has been more of a detriment than good. In 
the first place the gentlemen on the Emer 
gency Committee exploited the rates for 
town labor from 56 1-2e to 40c per hour. I 
believe that if the Emergency Committee is 
going to handle this money they should not 
be allowed to do so unless the prevailing rate 
of wages be paid. 

George M. Squires: I didn’t intend to 
speak at this meeting. But you haven't 
heard how the town is to get this money, or 
who is to get it back. We must remember 
that we have to keep our taxes down. I am 
here to make a suggestion. The credit stand 
ing of this town and the borrowing capacity 
is very good. We could take out a five-year 
note. Then we could raise our taxes a little 
so as to be able to pay the interest on that 
note. (laughter) Or, we could let the note 
ride. (more laughter) I am one who owes 
taxes and I am not ashamed to admit it, and

Mrs. Frances P. McClellan, recently re 
turned from Jullouville-Les-Pins, France, has 
written the following very interesting com 
mentary on her trip. Mrs. McClellan brought 
back on her return many articles which she is 
ouering for sale at her gift shop at the corner 
of Orchard and South Main streets. 

“When I visited my daughter in France, it 
didn’t surprise me to find her ultra-modern 
house tinted pink, orange and lemon, nearly 
as much as that really nice French women 
never smoke and ear-rings are passe. On the 
magnificent Jullouville beach at low tide, the 
tali, sturdy sun-burned Parisians, chic and 
exclusive (1 never saw one fat woman among 
them) enjoy pushing huge hand nets along 
in the shallow water, catching large sardines; 
or else they dig shell fish. These women, who 
never wear stockings nor sleeves, plunge in 
the breakers and stay wet for hours during a 
storm, while I was cold in a jersey dress and 
winter coat. heir resistance is due to having 
no furnaces in the winter, always having 
their windows open and eating out-of-doors. 
‘Their swimming though, doesn’t amount to 
much—they declared my family comes out of 
the water the next day. 

“The gay beach tents are centers for 
larger families than we see among the upper 
classes. These children are bewitchingly 
adorable, neither forward nor shy and receive 
the major attention from their parents’ 
friends, ‘hey never appear on the beach, nor 
leave it, without shaking hands among them- 
selves, after having done so with the grown 
people first. 

“They have all sorts of kites, model air- 
planes and toys, many games are played on 
the sand; their gymnastics and races are 
amusing. The little ones showed much imag- 
ination in pretending they were make-believe 
people and their stories and conversation were 
delicious. 

“My painting things, some Indian tales 
and the gross peculiarity of coming from 
America made a great hit, as much so as the 
Spanish gypsies and one family circus, that 
encamped in the next lot, 

“Every Sunday there is a boat race or a 
horse race on the beach or a country fair or 
some athletic contest in the back country 
with delightful peasant dance halls. A rodeo 
of Cossacks was the most thrilling exploit 
I ever saw. 

“One shouldn’t pass an acquaintance 
without shaking hands and answering 
“Comment ca va?" even if you have to cross 
the street to do it again with the same person 
five minutes afterwards, when you shake 
hands as punctiliously as if it were the first 
greeting that day. Then another time still, if 
you run into that friend round the next 
corner, [t makes you late for dejeuner but you 
feel flattered. 

“One day at high tide the fishing fleet was 
close in, the clouds were partly gleaming, 
half dark, the water turquoise, pink and pea 
green with patterns of deep blue shadows; all 
the gorgeously tinted sails, though full-bellied 
in the whistling wind, stood immovable 
against the draught of fishes in the nets. 
They were in a certain ‘fishing hole’ where 
the old monks of Mt. St. Michel loaded their 
guts.” 


To Hold T ests 
for U. S. Academies 


The war and navy departments have noti- 
fied Congressman Edith Nourse Rogers that 
she is entitled to designate from the present 
fifth district two candidates for cadets in the 
U.S. Military Academy at West Point and 
two candidates for midshipmen in the Naval

This examination, which is entirely 
unofficial, I have requested the United States 
Civil Service Commission to hold, and the 
Commission will, without my intervention, 
prepare the questions, hold the examination, 
correct the papers, and certify to me the 
ranks and relative standing of the competi- 
tors. This examination will be held at the 
new Post Office, Lowell, Mass., on October 
22, 1952, at 9 a.m.

Graduates of certain a »proved 
schools and colleges may be declared eligible 
for admission without official mental exam- 
ination. The principals and alternates must 
be citizens of the United States and actual 
residents of the Fifth District, and must have 
reached their sixteenth birthday, but not their 
twentieth on April 1, 1933 for entrance into 
the Naval Achdeay and must have reached 
their seventeenth birthday, but not their 
twenty-second on July 1, 1933, for entrance 
into the Military Academy. 

Although I expect to appoint applicants in 


order of qualification as above indicated, I | 


reserve the right to reject any applicant who 
in character, temperament or other respect, 
may seem to me to be unfitted to make a 
successful officer. I also reserve the right to 
modify, as may seem necessary, any or all of 
the foregoing conditions prescribed by me.
